NEW STOCK SAID TO BE UNPOPULAR. 


“Do I think the present Union Stock-Yards |- 


will eventually be removed to another point?“ 
repeated a stockholder in the old organization 
to the query of a Tareuns reporter. “I am 
not prepared to say. There was a time when 
I feared it would be so. I am utterly uncon- 
corned today, having profitably disposed of 
my holdings. Two or three years ago the rail- 
road interests identified with the Stock-Yards 


. became involved in a quarrel and the quarrel 


was sufficiently vigorous to threaten the estab- 
lishment of other yards. We were then 
alarmed and it took some fine work 
to adjust the difficulty. The pres- 
ent holders of Stock-Lard securities 
and the prospective ones may be oonfronted 
with the same problem. I apprehend that 
they will from what I am told. It is generally 
known, I believe, that the promoters of the 
present reorganization scheme —call them 
what you may—endeavored to secure the act- 
ive coéperation of the old Board of Directors, 
among whom may be named Marvin Hughitt, 
R. R. Cable, and Stuyvesant Fish. These gen- 
tlemen declined to become parties to the 


scheme, I am told. Their declination will 


probably have a bearing upon the creation of 
new yards, because it resurrects the old rivalry 
between the railroads. The Vanderbilts, 
through Mr. Depew, head the list of the new 
directory, and that is the red flag before the 
railroad bull. 

A Split Long Contem plated. 

“T know thatin 1888 arrangements were 
almost concluded to erect new yards on the 
Stickney tract. The dissatisfied railroad in- 
terests were then assisted in their scheme by the 
dissatisfied packing interests. The packers are 
no less dissatisfied today. A large proportion 
of them stand ready to assist any rebellious 
interests in establishing new yards. Then 
there is the ever-present potential influence of 
public pressure. Some may laugh at it and 
prate about vested rights, etc., but the moment 
it is made an issue upon which the average 
Alderman’s seat in the Council depends, you 
can rely upon the Aldermen voting to 
open streets through me yards. When you 
divide the yards you destroy them. There 
can be no successful Stock-Yards without the 
operation of the railroads, at least a healthy 
proportion of them, and there can be no cat- 
tle industry without the Stock-Yards. If 
some of the railroads and some of the packers 
go off by themselves there can still be two 
fairly successful Stock-Yards and the farmer 
will gain by the division, but the division 
must be pretty near equal, or the stronger will 
engulf the weaker. It is claimed to be in- 
evitable that the present Stock-Yards must be 
removed, andI have indicated how it will 
likely be brought about, but the present 
Stock-Yards organization can be subjected to 
this and still retain its supremacy. 

It can go to Lake George and make it a sor- 
ry day for the financial interests of Chicago 
by throwing its taxable property into the State 
of Indiana and pfocuring its own water, thus 
cutting off a source of great revenue to the 
city. This removal would not injure their 
railroad associations, While it might lose in 
one direction it would certainly gain in an- 
other. It would be nearer the East by six 
hours than their present site. How’s that? 
Because it requires six hours to get a car of 
dressed beef from the packing-house through 


the yards and into the hands of the east-bound 


toads, The Stock Yards problem will not be 

settled by the success of the pending reorgan- 

ization scheme, I am confident, but what the 

final outcome may be I am not able to say.

to the car, amounts to $7.50. Then comes 50 
cents per head commission, or $15 per car, 
making the total thus far $22.50. Next comes 


can buy hay on Halsted street fronting the 
yards for from $10 to $15 per ton, He is in- 
formed that he must buy his feed of the cor- 
poration or he must take his cattle from the 
yards. Hehas no remedy. He yields, pays 
the $30 for the ton of hay consumed, which 
brings his yard expenses for the day up to 
$52.50. He has to eat and sleep, and he 
goes to the stock-yards hotel and pays 
$2.50, making his total an even $55, which 
ordinarily represents more than he would 
have lost had he sold the cattle at the market 
price upon arrival. The next day, taking the 
average run of the market, may bring a cent 
or a cent and a half advance, or it may bring 
that decline. It is a loss to the farmer in 
either event, the amount being measured only 
by the fluctuations of the market. The man 
never comes a second time. 
The Farmer Driven Away. 

These practices have resulted in driving the 
farmer. away from the yards and the city. 
Instead of coming here he sells his 
product at home to the broker 
or buyer sent out by one of the 100 or more 
commission-houses at the yards, though he 
does not Gease to pay the penalty of extortion. 
He is only relieved of the annoyance of per- 
sonally conducting the sale. The buyer has a 
little advantage of the farmer in that his 
house keeps him advised by telegraph just 
when to ship, so that he usually gets his con- 
signment to the yards when the market will 
enable him to sell and thus avoid the feeding 
extortion, but he shades his purchase price to 
suit the conditions, and thus it is that the 
farmer pays the extortion of $30 per ton for 
hay, whether he remains at home or visits the 
yards. 

“The other sources of revenue are as va- 
ried as the numerous tracks that thread the 
yards. Chief of them after the yardage is 
the matter of rents. The corporation owns a 
great many buildings within the yards. The 
Exchange Building has probably fifty offices 
that rent from $50 to $75 each, but the great- 
est rent income is from the ground leased to 
the various manufacturing concerns within the 
yards. No one outside of the custodian of the 
corporation’s books can even approximately 
determine the revenue from this source. 

The increase in the profits, strange to say, 
does not keep pace with the increase in receipts. 
The discrepancy is not at all healthy, and an 
explanation might be of interest to the in vest- 
ing public. The official figures show other sur- 
prising facts ;as, for instance, the total increase 
in receipts for the year 1888, as compared with 
the year 1887, was $1,595,015, while the decrease 
in profits for the same period was $18,273. 

The Public Looks Askance. 

* All these facts are being carefully scruti- 
nized by the investing public,” remarked a 
financier, and as a result the sales of stock 
have not been as large as was confidently an- 
ticipated by the syndicate. The explanation 
of the affairs of the yards does not explain. 
The official statement is not free from suc- 
cessful attack. The figures do not conform to 
the well-known facts. I prefer to take the 
bonds, which, while they are not a mortgage 
on the property as alleged, are at 
least a good investment. These bonds 
really occupy the relation and im- 
portance only of preferred stock. The 
old company does not go out of existence. 
The success of the new syndicate, I appre- 
hend, must be secured by sales elsewhere. It 
doesn’t look promising here among the finan- 
ciers who are familiar with the growth and 
ramifications of the yards. The ghost of a 
new organization that has been stalking 
abroad for years appears to have assumed 
enough corporeal shape now to frighten home 
capital into inactivity. The question of re- 
moval also has its depressing effect in placing 
the stock of the new enterprise. I have no 
doubt the scheme will go through so far as 
the purchase of the stock of the old company 
is concerned, but the placing of the new stock 
will have to be accomplished in quarters less 
familiar with the promise of returns.“ 

Friends of the Stock-Yards Pleased. 

Boston, Mass., July 23.—[Special.]—The 


Union Stock-Yards company are greatly 
pleased over the result of the subscriptions 
here. The total is about $10,000,000. This 
includes about $2,000,000 in bonds which the 
holders of the old company’s stock take in 
exchange in the new company; legal techni- 
calities prevent the giving out at present of the 
individual subscriptions. 

Nxw Yorx, July 23.—Blake Bros., who have 
been receiving subscriptions to the Chicago 
Stock-Yards company stock, stated today that 
it would take until noon tomorrow to foot up 
all the subseriptions and prepare a e 
They say they are well pleased with way 
in which the stock was taken. 

It is probable that if the total subscriptions 
were figured up they would amount to fully 
$100,000,000. Of course the Chicago Junction 
Railway and Union Stock-Yards company 
The Procter 
& Gamble stock was taken all over the 
eountry, and it is intimated that no one per- 
son will get more than fifty shares. In that 
case the stock will be most securely anchored. 


DRIFTED TO DEATH ON A RAFT, 


Twenty Men Drowned in the Rapids on

Monrreat, July 23.—[Special.]—A French 
dispatch from Pembroke, eighty-six miles 
above Ottawa on the Upper Ottawa River, 
says that two days ago some miscreants cut 
the ropes holding a raft of logs to the bank 
where the twenty-two raftsmen on board were 
stopping over night, The-raft, with the men 
all asleep on board, drifted out into 
the river and then into the rap- 
ids a mile below, and ere those 
aboard awoke or could collect their senses 
they were tossed about amid the rocks of the 
rapids and the logs of the raft, which had 
broken up. Of the twenty-two men aboard 
the raft only two survived. No traces of th- 
bodies of the other twenty have been found.

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DIRECTORS WIN THE DAY 


LAKE-FRONT ORDINANCE. 


After a Lively Debate the Measure Goes 
Through by a Handsome Majority—The 
Arguments for and Against It—A Com- 
inittee of Aldermen to Go to Springfield 
to Help Carry on the Work Mapped 
Out. 


The City Council and the World's Fair Di- 
rectors have come to an agreement about the 
Lake-Front. The former body adopted the 
amended ordinance agreed on Tuesday at the 
conference meeting of the directors and Alder- 
men, the vote being 44 to 15. The amendment 
to Sec. 5, safegua the rights of the city 
while guaranteeing the Expesition directors 
against loss, had been adopted previously by 
a vote of 41 to 18. The ordinance is as fol- 
lows: 

Sec. 1. That for and in consideration of the 
payment of $i by said Board of Directors, and a 
full compliance with the provisions and condi- 
tions of this ordinance, and for the purpose only 
herein referred to, the directors of the World’s 
Columbian Exposition be and they are hereby au- 
thorized and empowered to take possession of 
and exercise control over all that. part of the 
Lake-Front commencing at the centér of Monroe 
street projected, on the north, and Park Row 
projected, on the south, and to have, enjoy, 
and exercise all the jurisdiction and rights 
over the same with which said City of Chicago 
is now or may hereafter be vested in lawor in 
equity for and during the term beginning Aug. 15, 
A. D. 1890, and ending May 1, 1895. The authority 
and power granted in this ordinance is upon the 
express condition that said directors of the 
World’s Columbian Exposition shall use not less 
than 150 acres of the land described in this or- 
dinance for Exposition purposes, otherwise this 
ordinance to be null and void. And all persons 
or corporations who are now occupying with 
any building or buildings, or other improve- 
ments, or in any manner using any portion 
of such part of said Lake Front shall, upon writ- 
ten demand of said Board of Directors, imme- 
diately thereupon remove all such buildings and 
vacate such Lake Front, and deliver possession 
thereof to said Board of Directors; Provided, 
however, the City of Chicago reserves to itself the 
right and authority to occupy and control any 
portion of said named grounds or space which it 
may deem necessary to occupy for the coustruc- 
tion and maintenance of any portion of its public 
works; and also reserves the right to exercise at 
all times the police power and control conferred 
on said city by law over all the said grounds and 


space. 

Sec. 2. The right, authority, and privileges are 
hereby granted upon the express condition that 
no trade, bargain, agreement, or arrangement 
whatsoever shall be made or entered into by the 
directors of the World's Columbian Exposition 
with the authorities of the Illinois Central rail- 
road company or with any person or persons rep- 
resenting or acting for said company for the occu- 
pancy by the said Illinois Central railroad com- 
pany for any purpose of any part of such grounds 
or space, unless such trade, bargain, agreement, 
or arrangement shall first be submitted to the 
City Council of the City of Chicago and be for- 
mally approved and concurred in by said City 
Council. 

Sec. 3. The right and authority herein granted 
are upon the further express condition that the 
said grounds and area are to be used exclusively 
for the World's Columbian Exposition and for no 
other purpose, and upon the expiration of the pe- 
riod of time hereinbefore specified the said 
World's Columbian Exposition shall vacate all 
ground and space in their possession under and 
by authority of this ordinance and yield up the 
same to the City of Chicago, leaving such grounds 
in as good condition as they now are, subject, 
however, to the provisions of Sec. 5 of this ordi-

Sec. 5. Any land lying east of the said Lake- 
Front, and south of the center of Monroe street pro- 
jected, and north of Park Row projected, hereafter 
made, either by accretions or by filling or piling 
by or under the direction of the Board of Direct- 
ors of the World’s Columbian Exposition, under 
this ordinance, shall on and after May 1, 1895, ac- 
crue to and be the property of the said City of 
Chicago, to be maintained as a public park; pro- 
vided, the said City of Chicago shall first refund 
to the World’s Columbian Exposition the actual 
cost of such filling or piling, or both; provided 
further, that the sum so expended for said fill- 
ing or piling, or both, shall not exceed 
the sum of $2,000,000; and provided further, that 
in the event of the City of Chicago loaning or in 
any manner subscribing $5,000,000 to the said Co- 
lumbian Exposition, then and in that case the 
actual cost of such filling and piling, or both, may 
be charged as an offset against the city to that 
extent in the payment of the city’s return for its 
loan or advances in aid of the World’s Columbian 
Exposition authorized by and said 
World’s Columbian Exposition hereby guarantees 
that the amount to be so returned to the City of 
Chicago shall be not less than the actual cost of 
said filling or piling, or both, above referred to; 
and provided further, that the World’s Columbian 
Exposition shall be entitled to retain possession 
of said land until the amount due hereunder shall 
be repaid. 

Sec. 6. A violation of any one or moré of the 
provisions, of this ordinance may be declared by 
the City Council as a forfeiture of all the rights 
and privileges granted. In such case this ordi- 
nance will be null and void. 

Sec. 7. Said directors of the World’s Columbian 
Exposition shall file a bond of $25,000, to be ap- 
proved by the Mayor, conditioned for the faithful 
performance of all the conditions herein pre- 
scribed, and also to indemnify and save harmless 
the City of Chicago against all damages to per- 
sons or propertyrof whatsoever nature or kind, 
but the liability of the World’s Columbian Expo- 
sition to the City of Chicago for such damages 
shall not be limited to the penal sum named in 
said bond. This ordinance shall be accepted by 
the said World’s Columbian Exposition corpora- 
tion within thirty days after its passage, other- 
wise it will be null and void. 

Sec. 8. To the end that the objects contemplated 
by this ordinance may be in full accord with the 


requirements of law, the Corporation Counsel of 


the City of Chicago is hereby directed to prepare 
such bills, to be presented at the ensuing special 
session of the General Assembly, as may be 
deemed necessary for legislative action; provided, 
however, that such bills must first be rted to 
the City Council of the City of Chicago, and be 
approved by that body before being presented to 
the Legislature on behalf of the City of Chicago. 

Sec. 9. All ordinances or sections of ordinances 
in conflict herewith are hereby repealed. 

Sec. 10. This ordinance shall be in force and ef- 
fect after its passage.

The President of the Union League Club 
Says the Fair Is for the World. 

Behind the resolutions relative to the World’s 
Fair adopted by the Union League Club at its 
meeting Tuesday evening is arrayed the pow- 
erful ihdorsement of the Union League Club. 
Its membership includes on its roster the 
names of men prominent in State and Na- 
tional affairs, and its indorsement is a factor 
in the settlement of not afew popular move- 
ments. President Joyce of the league said 
yesterday, referring to the fight that has been 
inaugurated on the site question: Petty 
jealousies and municipal divisions lose sight 
of one most important fact. The World's 
Columbian Exposition is not designed for the 
benefit of the West Side, the South Side, nor 
the North Side. It is a World's Fair, and the 
City of Chicago represents a trustee, guar- 
anteeing the success of the Exposition.“ The 
meeting Tuesday evening adopted resolutions 
indorsing the views and suggestions of the 
local committee charged with the manage- 
ment of the Fair. John V. Farwell, 
George F. Bissell and ex-Mayor Roche were 
appointed a committee to draft suitable reso- 
lutions asking that the Legislature give re- 
spectful consideration to the wishes and ad- 
vice of the local committee of the Fair.

How do we know that this 
is not a prosecution such as the race man 
Corrigan is urging against small-fry fellows 
to force them to the race tracks? 
Now, if we indict anybody, let us indict the 
Mayor and the Chief of Police for not en- 
forcing the law, and let us indict the big 
gamblers who set the bad example which the 
little fellows follow. The. information pre- 
sented to us was collected by a private de- 
tective agency. Let us see what information 


Chief Marsh and his officers have on this ques- 


tion. It is their duty to enforce the law.

of such anexemption. They say: Tour pres- 
ent debt is twelve and a half millions, which 
is more than 5 per cent on your valuation of 
two hundred millions. But with an assess- 
ment of a thousand millions you could, with- 
out infringing the Constitution, run in debt 
fifty millions. 

Assuming this to be true. still it is facts, not 
theories, that must be dealt with. The direct- 
ors wish to know this month whether they can 
get five millions from the city. If the Legis- 
lature assents they know the people will. If 
the Legislature tells them the only way to get 
it is to reise the Chicago assessment, then—as 
the one just made cannot be changed—they 
must wait till next June and July and use their 
influence with the seven Chicago Assessors, 
over whom they have nocontrol whatever, to 
get them to treble or quadruple their assess- 
ments. If they refuse, that ends matters. ff they 
assent, and raise their valuations, their work 
will have to be passed on by the State Board 
of Equalization, which will not get through 
till September. If the Assessors throughout 
the State do not imitate the example of their 
Chicago brethren the State Board will have to 
cut down the assessment in Cook and raise it in 
other countie® Hence it would be more than 
a year before the .directors would be able to 
know what Chicago could do for them. 

It cannot be that these country members 
wish to hurt the Fair. Yet if they succeed in 
what it is said they intend doing they will deal 
it a fatal blow by postponing for over a year 
the decision whether it is to get five millions 
from this city and leaving it to the Illinois 
Town Assessors. ö 

Nor is this city responsible for low assess- 
ments. The Constitution does not call for 
full cash valuations. Those who framed it 
supposed valuations would continue to be 
made, as in 1870, on the basis of a third. The 
Supreme Court had sustained the legality of 
the practice, for the Constitution simply re- 
quires that persons shall pay taxes in propor- 
tion to the value of their property. If the 
Chicago Assessors had gone above that third 
the State Board would have cut them down. 
Nor has any injustice been done to the coun- 
try districts by these low assessments in Cook. 
This county has paid its fair share, of the State 
tax and more. Over one-quarter of it is paid 
by this county, and with each succeeding year 
it will pay more and more. 

Low assessments have been universal over 
this State, and they have saved not merely this 
city but every town and school district from 
heavy indebtedness and higher taxes. The 
taxes which weigh heaviest on the farmers are 
not those for State purposes, but for county, 
township, and school district ones. But for 
these low valuations, which are now sought to 
be made a pretext for burting the Fair, the 
farmers would have been out of pocket many 
a dollar. 

But after all the question is not what might 
have been but what is. It is doubtful if a suf- 
ficiently high assessment to cover the proposed 
bends can be secured, and if it can it will 
come too late. That the valuations are low is 
not the fault—if it be one—of this city alone, 
but of the whole State. Therefore he who will 
not consent to exempt Chicago from the in- 
debtedness limitation of the Constitution is 
doing his best to break down the Fair and is 
giving worthless reasons for it. 

The proposition before the Legislature is 
that Chicago shall be permitted to borrow 
money and pay interest thereon for the pur- 
poses of the Fair. What conceivable reason 
can the members outside of Chicago have for 
| opposing so disinterested and unselfish a pro- 
posal? The whole State will enjoy the bene- 
fits of the Fair, and no member from the 
country can object properly to the payment of 
the principal expenses by the City of Chicago. 
To seize upon the assumed necessities of the 
city with reference to the Fair as a means of 
“holding up the city and extorting terms 
from it in regard to an entirely different sub- 
ject would not be decent nor honorable. It 
would come pretty near deserving a character- 
ization that no honest man would wish to have 
applied to his eonduct. 


THE “ ORIGINAL PACKAGE ” QUESTION. 
From the manner in which the radical and 
far-reaching Original Package bill was 
adopted as a substitute for a moderate meas- 
ure and crowded through the House it might 
be inferred that Congressmen have no con- 


in the commereial relations of the States. It 
must be noticed, however, that the Congress- 
men who are opposed to any legislation on the 
original package question voted to adopt the 
House substitute.

SOUTHERN PROSPERITY AND, THE NA- 
'» . TIONAL ELECTION LAW. 

During the debate on the Bankruptcy bill in 
the House Tuesday Mr. Culberson, a Texan 
Democrat, felt moved to depounce various 
measures which had been passed by the Re- 
publicans, among them being 


An Election bill which struck down at one fell 
blow uns rosperity of the South, 
which had arisen from the ashes of a great war. 


What balderdash that is! What stuff to be 
uttered in the hearing of intelligent men and 
to be telegraphed North and South! Has 
anything happened in the South of serious 
import since that bill passed the House? 
Have any of the iron mills of Birmingham 
closed? Has the commerce of New Orleans 
and Savannah been blighted? Are the cotton 
fields deserted? Nothing is altered in the 
South except that some Southern statesmen 
are doing a little more talking for buncombe. 

Mr. Culberson, who is an intelligent man, 
knows that . this bill, if alaw, would not 
wither a. single leaf on the tree of Southern 
prosperity, He knows, though he does not 
choose to say it, that a measure designed to 
secure honesty in the election of Congressmen 
can blight no industry. If the great material 
progress of the South is due to the fact that 
the negro has been deprived of the ballot, that 
progress cannot be checked much by the fact 
that it is restored to him at National elections, 
for it is still withheld from him at State and 
municipal ones. It will be increased, for cap- 
ital will be more ready to seek a section where 
the authority .of the Federal Government is 
known and respected than one where such is 
not the case. 

The difficulty with the Southern members 
is that they have no valid argument against 
the law. It does not interfere with any rights 
of a State, for it deals with elections for Fed- 
eral ‘ offices only, which are created by the 
Constitution and therefore properly under the 
control of the National Government. Hav- 
ing no sound reasons Southern members are 
forced to talk twaddle, as Mr. Culberson 
does, and to assert that Southern prosper- 
ity is of such an abnormal character that 
honesty at elections, a fair vote, and a fair 
count will do it harm. 


ILLINOIS FARMERS FOR BLAINE’S POLICY. 

A few weeks ago the Republicans of the

If Mr. Gest of the Eleventh District has 
paid no attention to the instructions given to 
Mr. Post of the Tenth he will probably give 
heed to the clear and peremptory directions of 
the men who sent him to Congress a year and 
a half ago and on whom he is relying now for 
reélection. They have learned that the Mc- 
Kinley bill, as it stands, does not open a new 
market for a bushel of wheat or a barrel 
of pork —the things they raise—and that 
therefore it does them no good. They have 
come to see that the unconditional repeal of 
the sugar duties may or may not give them 
cheap sugar, but that they can be repealed in 
such a way as to pry open to American flour, 
pork, and agricultural implements markets at 
present elosed to them. They see also that 
those new markets would take their surpluses 
and raise the selling value of everything grown 
on their farms. 

It will be some little time before the McKin- 
ley bill gets back to the House and the Illinois 
members will have a chance to obey the in- 
structions they have just been receiving. But 
in the meanwhile the Illinois Senators, before 
whom the bill isnow, should ponder over 
them. They are for their benefit as well as 
for that of their colleagues in the Lower 
House. The Senators are beginning to see 
what the Illinois farmers want. Will they, by 
giving it to them, insure Republican success 
in Congressional and legislative districts this 
fall or will they drive these farmers from the 
polls or over to the opposition party by deny- 
ing them the wider markets they demand? 

Blaine’s policy is working mightily at the 
West and it will not. do for Congressmen to 
try to ignore it. If they do they will meet 
scant welcome when they, get home and begin 
making campaign speeches in the little red 
schoolhouses or out in the groves. 


GOV. GORDON’S BOYCOTT. 
It is not many months since Gov. Gordon 


of Georgia visited Chicago and ina public 
speech presented his views on the Southern 
question, He was received by the authorities 
of the city in a handsome manner, his lecture 
was attended by its leading citizens, and he 
was made the recipient of lavish hospitality 
as the municipal guest. This same Gov. Gor- 
don now proposes, in the event of the passage 
ot the Elections bill, that the South shall “ boy- 
cott Northern commercial houses and 
Nerthern products, and that it shall abstain 
from participating in and supporting the 
World’s Pair. His proposition, it is stated, 
has met with considerable sympathy through- 
out that section. 

This puerile proposition is none the less an 
insult to the whole North because it is a bluff. 
The North hitherto has maintained commer- 
cial and industrial relations with the South 
entirely apart from politics and has conducted 
its trade exchanges in the most friendly and 
honorable manner. It has invested millions 
of dollars in that section, not only with no po- 
litical end im view, but in the face 


‘of Southern spite and prejudice against 


Northern men. Without that invest- 
ment and the advantage of Northern 
markets the South would have been today far 
behind its present measure of prosperity. The

NO MORE NEW JUDGES. 

It has been asserted that by reason of the 
increase of population shown by the census 
Cook County is entitled to more Judges, and 
that the Governor should issue a call this fall 


under a law of 1875 for the election of two 


more, to belong to the Superior Court. It 
takes, however, but a brief examination of the 
statutes to see that this is a mistake. 

The Constitution provides that the General 
Assembly may-not must—increase the num- 
ber of Judges in this county by adding one to 
either the Cireuit or Superior Court for every 
50,000 above 400,000, In 1875 the Legislature 
passed a law providing that for every 50,000 
inhabitants over 400,000 one Judge should be 
added to the Superior Court till it consisted of 
nine members. It then had three. Under 
that law four Judges were elected in 1880, 
raising the number of Superior Court Judges 
to seven, leaving it still short two. 

But in 1887 the General Assembly passed an 
act to the effect that there were 916,000 per- 
sons in the county and therefore it was enti- 
tled to six additional Judges, to be Judges of 
the Circuit Court. All acts Gonflicting with 
this one were repealed. 


Among those which conflicted with it was“ 


the one giving nine Judges to the Superior 
Court. The school census of 1886 showed that 
the county was entitled to ten more Judges 
than it had in 1870. But of these four had 
been given already to the Superior Court and 
been elected, and only six remained. If the 
Legislature had given four of them to the 
Circuit and the rest to the other court it 
would have observed the law of 1875. But it 
gave them all toghe Circuit because its docket 
was overcrowded, and in doing so laid hands 
on the two Judgeships which, under the earlier 
law, would have gone to the Superior Court. 
It therefore repealed the law of 1875 and left 
the Superior Court with seven members. If 
it is assumed that that law is still in force 
then the action of the Legislature of 1887 in 
giving the Circuit Court six Judges was illegal, 
for it had but four to give. The act giving 
additional Judges to the Superior Court was 
repealed expressly by the act creating new 
Circuit Judges. | 

There is no statute under which any new 
Judges can be elected this fall or at any other 
time without legislative action, and while the 
next General Assemibly may under the cen- 
sus increase the number, it need not do so un- 
less it sees fit, 

If it consults the wishes of the people it will 
leave things as they are, for, whatever candi- 
dates for judicial honors may say, there are 
Judges enough. Exclusive of the county and 
Probate Judges there are eighteen of them. It 
is true that three are detailed for duty on the 
Appellate bench and two at the Criminal 
Court, but that leaves an abundance if they 
will work. It is stated that the dockets are 
now in better shape than they have been for a 
long time, and that there is no need whatever 
of more Judges to be provided with court- 
rooms, clerks, bailiffs, and all the other costly 
appurtenances of office. 


THE ADVANCE IN THE PRICE OF SILVER. 

The following quotations show the rapid ad- 
vance in the price of silver in the London and 
New York markets since the adoption of the 
Silver bill:

The stock of silver on hand in London is 
small, and as the product of the mines of this 
country will be retained here in the future ‘it 
seems likely that the market will continue to 
advance and be a fraction higher in London 
than in New York. The purchases of bullion 
by the Treasury will not begin until Sept. 
13 and it remains to be seen how much 
higher silver may be pushed by that time. 
Oddly enough several of the big New York 
banks are large holders of silver and greatly 
interested at present in getting it as near par 
with gold as possible. The New York City 
Western National Bank is said to have 7,000,- 
000 ounces stored in its vaults.. A number of 
other banks have smaller amounts, and as the 
bullion owners are so few and so favorably 
situated for joint action they ought to be able 
to make the most of the opportunity and hold 
their corner on silver while it is being forced 
up towards par with gold. If silver can be 
made to continue rising in price the mine 
owners and bullion holders will secure royal 
gains, 

The bullion speculators and the mine owners 
peculiarly are fortunate in that everybody 
shares their desire to bring silver as near as 
possible to par with gold. That will make the 
inflation under the Silven bill beneficial and do 
away with the danger of expelling gold from 
the country. Hence the general public is 
pleased to learn that silver is advancing in 
price notwithstanding the fact that a few 
wealthy men and corporationg have a virtual 
corner on the market and are using it to swell 
their own profits. To what extent the bullion 
owners can force silver above the present price 
will depend largely on the interpretation and 
execution of the new Silver law. The act pro-

Trouble for Guatemala, 


A Mexican man-of-war been ordered 
from Acapulco on the Pacifft to the port of 
Tapachula, right close to the Guatemalan 
boundary. Two thousand Mexican troops are 
now stationed at Tapachula ready to embark 
at a moment’s notice for the Guatemalan 
coast. The Mexican Minister in Guatemala, 
Sefior Diaz Mimega, has entered a vigorous 
protest on behalf of his Government to the 
Guatemalan Government as to the latter’s 
action in the affairs of San Salvador. 

Two plots have’ been discovered wherein 
President Barillas of Guatemala was to have 


been assassinated, and the leaders have been 


thrown into prison. A great many Guate- 
malans who can afford it are leaving the 
country, owing to the trouble which 
is brewing, and in order to evade con- 
tributing to a forced war loan. It is 
momentarily ex that a decree will be 
issued by ident Barillas declaring the 
country in a state of siege and the suspension 
of the individual guarantees accorded by the 
Constitution. Several of the native residents 
who have been suspected of being implicated 
in revolutionary movements have been 
secretly ordered to leave the country. 

The foreign diplomatic representatives have 
held several conferences on the situation, and 
at the last, which took place July 21, unanimous 
disapproval of Guatemala’s interference with 
Salvador was expressed. 


THE SEIZURE ILLEGAL, 


Mexican Views on the Actions of Guate- 
mala, 

Crry or Mzxico, July 23.—[Special.]—The 

contradictory statements from Guatemala 


and Salvador indicate that some tall prevari- 


cating is being done by one of the countries. 


The opinion here is that the alleged alliance 


of all the countries of Central America against 
Salvador is for the purpose of crushing out of 
existence that small Republic under the 
plea that anarchy prevails and that Gen. 
Ezeta’s Government is not desired by the peo- 
ple of Salvador. 

The seizure of rifles aboard the steamer 
Colima by the Guatemalan Government has 
been a constant theme of conversation here 
today. Many believe that, owing to the fact 
that the seizure was made before hostilities 
had occurred and before the Central Ameri- 
can compact was signed, the United States 


will have to ask Guatemala for an explana- 


tion of her conduct. Later advices state that 
the number of rifles seized was 200 and 
that they had been ordered from San 
Francisco before any revolutionary movement 
had broken out in San Salvador. These arins 
were destined for the use of-the newly formed 
mounted police in Salvador. Itis further 
known that the Captain of the Colima strenu- 
ously objected tothe forcible and arbitrary 
methods of Guatemala in taking possession of 
arms consigned to Salvador. A launch con- 
taining a number of armed men steamed up 
alongside the Colima and made a demand 
upon the Captain for the rifles, which he re- 
fused to give np. The Colima was then 
boarded and the arms seized and transferred 
to the launch, Which took them ashore.

e measure, however, is a broad one, It 
prevents the transmission of newspapers con- 
taining. lottery advertisements by making the 
offense a continuous one. It also reaches the 
National banks, which have helped to debauch 
public sentiment by acting as the agents of 
the lotteries. It has been held by many that 
the Treasury Department could stop this 
business without additional legislation, but so 
long as a doubt existed the banking partner- 
ship with the lottery got ‘the benefit of the 
doubt. When the proposed bill becomes a 
law there won’t be any room left for doubt 
and the National banks which have cashed the 
lottery tickets will find that source of revenue 


cut off.

It is known that Roumania has a good deal of 
the nietal which it would be glad to ship to 
the United States at a profit.

*eruvian' mines was growing in volume, and 
other silver-produeing countries would doubt- 
less put out Increased quantities. It is also 
observed that the speculative element has had 
much to do with putting up the price, and the 
judgment of the speculators as to the effect of 
the Silver bill may be at fault.
